2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After a 
review of the prior art it is believed that the invention is novel and non-obvious 
wherein no reference discloses a high-pressure ftiel injection pipe having a connection 
head comprising a thick steel pipe having a relatively small diameter and provided at 
its connecting end portion with a connecting head having an outer circumference 
formed into a seat face of a fmstrum shape such that an annular groove formed in the 
inner side of the connecting head of a shallow gently curvilinear contour and a 
connecting washer fitted on the outer circumference of a lower neck portion of the 
connecting head, wherein the connecting head is provided on the outer circumference 
of its lower back with an at least two-stepped portion and wherein the connecting 
washer is provided with a stepped portion corresponding at least partially to the 
stepped portion of the connecting head, so that the stepped portions may abut against 
each other, as recited in claims 1 and 8.
